The mnale dorsum (İg. 31) has lateral spines 1 broad at base, 
striated, İying midvvay betvveen eoxae İ and İl, extending to lateral 
spines İ1 , lateral spincs İI1 long, slender, striated, extending froni 
midvvay betvveen coxae İİ and İH, reaehing coxae İV) lateral spines 
III level vvith middle of coxae İİİ, extending beyond  posterior 
edge of coxae IV. Sub-median spines 1 and İİ anteritor to the genital 
pore vvhieh is level vith coxae İİ, Sub-median spines İİT anterior to 
bases of lateral spines 11. Median spines 1 bosterior to coxae İİİ, 
long, slender , median spine İ1 level vth coxae İV and reaching 
almost to the posterior end of body , tvvo pairs of long simple 
spines arc placed anter:or to the terminal bristles. 

The male venter (fig. 32) has tvvo pairs of spines on the eapıtulum , 
one pair of simple spines anterior to coxac İT on the lateral edge of 
body ş anterior to coxae İlis a pair of expanded spines vith a second 
pair level xvith coxae İL A hook-like process lies anterior to coxac 
IT , betvvenn coxae İland İllis a pair of long spines flanked laterally 
by a pair of smaller spines. Betvveen coxac İİİ and İV is a pair of 
small spines : level vvith posterior edge of coxae İV is a pair of long 
spines. Tarsus İ1 vvith tvvo short elavvs ş tarsus İİ and İV each vüth 
one long clavv. 

The female dorsum (fig. 33) has lateral spines 1 broad near their 
base, tapering, striated, extending postertorly to lateral spines İT, 
lateral spines II sub-similar, plaeed betvveen coxae İl and İİİ, 
, lateral spines III posterior to coxae İİ , lateral spines İV” posterior 
to coxae İV, long. stout. Sub-median spines 1 level vyith middle of 
coxae İİ, striated , sub-median spines İT posterior to eoxae İT, möre 
than tvvice the length of preceding y/air, striated, extending almost 
to anterior edge of eoxae İV , sub-median spines İTİ level vvith middle 
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of coxae İİ1 , sub-median spines İV midvvay betsveen coxae İT and 
TV , sub- 5157 spines V level vith middle of coxae TV, longer than 
subşifilan spines İ, Il1 and TV. Anterior to genital pore are tvvo 
İlnes, each of four spines, the spines of the anterior rovv being the 
longer and stouter, Genital pore flanked by a pair of spines and the . 
genital clavvs, Flankıng the anus are three pairs of small spines. 

The female venter (fig. 34) has the chaetotaxy sömevhat similar 
to that of the male, vüth tvvo additional pairs of spines on posterior 
end of body betvveen the termunal bristles. Tarsus 11 vvyith tvvo short 
elavvs , tarsus İİİ and İV cach vith onc long eclav. g 

. host : Field vole (Microtus agrestis hirtus Bellamy). Eving 
(1938) p. 186) reports taking this species on the mouse (//tcrotus 
pennsuylvanicus) at College Park, Maryland, U. S. A. Aprıl 6, 1992.

The nıale dorsum (fig, 35) has three stout, blunt spines and a stout, 
Thorn-lıke spine on the inner margin of legs 1 the posteriorly 
directed spine is exceptionally stout and long. : 

Lateral spines 1 broad, striated, level vvith anterior edge of eoxae 
II, reaching backvvards to coxae İll , lateral spines 11 narrovver, 
statrl lah and reaching almost z coxae IV , lateral spines I 
level vvith posterior edge of coxae İll vvider 7 than lateral 
spines 1 and İİ, extending to the caudal 1obe. Sub-median spines 1 
minute, level vvith coxae İİ, posterior to bases of lateral spines 1 , 
sub- məl spines IT anterior to coxae İTİ, of moderate length, "dr, 
A pair of spines is present on the qanlı lobe. Genital pore level 
vvith eoxae İl1 , antertor to the pore is a transversc rovv of four spines 
also a second rovv of six spincs , flanking the pore are tvvo pairs of 
long spines. Penis vehip-like, broad at base and tapering to a long, 
slender poınt, 

The male venter (fig. Ə6) has a stout, thorn-like spıne on coxae İl, 
III and TV , a pair of spincs aniterior to coxae İl : tvvo pairs of 
spines level vvith coxae İl , a pair of spines antertor to coxae İllça 
pair-of long stout spines betvvecn coxae İl1 and IV. Tarsus İİ vüth 
tyvo unequal elavvs : tarsus III and TV each vith onc long elavv. 

The female dorsum (fig. 37) has lateral spines 1 level vvith anterior 
edgo of coxae İT, broad at base, striated longitudinally, extending 
almost to coxae İ11 , lateral spines İİ Tying posterior to coxae İİ, 
long, not folate, extending to coxae İV , lateral spines 111 level vüth 
posterior edge of coxac İİİ, extending to the posterior end of body.

Submedian spines 1 posterior to the level of lateral spines 1, 
short, sımple , sub-median spines İİ anterior to coxae İİİ, sub- 
median spines İİİ level vvith eoxae III long: slender, extending to, 
coxae IV , sub-medlian spines İV and V betvveen coxae İİT and İV , 
sub-median spines VI level vvith coxae İV , sub-median spines Vİİ 
level vvith posterior edge of eoxac İV, shorter than the four preceding 
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pairs of spines. Betvveen sub-median spines Vİİ and posterior end of 
body are tvvo pairs of small spines. Genital pore posterior to coxae 
İV , anterior to the pore there is a transverse rovv of four spines , 
posterior to the pore are tvyo pairs of small spines and the genital 
clavvs. : 

The female venter (fig. 38) has a pair of spines anterior to coxae İİ, 
a pair of spines level vvith the anterior and a pair of spines level vith 
posterlor edge of coxae İİ , a pair of spines anterior to coxae İİİ, 
midvvay betvveen coxae İİT and İV is a pair of long spines , a pair of 
longer spines level vvith coxae İV and four small spines on the caudal 
lobe. On eoxae Tİ, İİT and İV there is. a stout, thorn-like spine as in 
the male. Tarsus İİ vith tvvo unequal elavvs , tarsus İİT and İV each 
vvith one long clavv. 

Type host : A mole (Tafpa europaea L.) 

Type locality : ? Common on type host througout its range. 

Mcasuremenis : (? 0.29 mm X 0.19 mm , ? 0.45 mm x 0.26 mm. 

Remarks. Although Poppe (1896) states that this species has 
only one elavv on tarsus İİ, İİİ and İV and Eving (1938) that the 
spectes 1s proper to the genus /Myoğra von Heyden, 1826 1 find that 
there are, in fact, tvvo clavvs on tarsus İT, and feel confident the 
former authors have overlooked the second clavv vvhieh is not alvays . 
apparent. Feeling dubious on this question of one or tvvo clayvs on 
tarsus 11 T remonted the specimens in my collection, vvhich vvere 
originally in Gum Chloral (De Faures). Upon remounting in Poly- 
vinyl Aleohol (Du Pont Rh. 349 Lovv Viseoeity) plus Lactic Acid — 
Phenol, the secondary clavv at once became apparent.
